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Report of the Council 


The past year, the sixty-second of the Institute’s 
history, lias marked the successful completion of a great 
undertaking. The stately ceremonial opening of the Auck¬ 
land War Memorial Museum, on November 28th, 1929, by 
His Excellency The Governor-General, Sir Charles Fergus- 
son, and the accompanying consecration of the Cenotaph 
and Court of Honour by His Grace The Archbishop, not 
only formally established a shrine and memorial to the 
service and sacrifice offered during the Great War, and set 
apart a splendid building devoted to public education and 
cultural recreation, but also inaugurated for the Auckland 
Institute and Museum a new era of activity in the advance¬ 
ment of knowledge and the prosecution of scientific and 
historical research. 

Previous reports have recorded the progress of the 
undertaking, and now that the Citizens’ Committee, which 
brought it to a successful issue, has disbanded, the Council 
desires to thank its successive Chairmen, Sir James 
Gunson and Mr. Alfred S. Bankart; Hon. Treasurer, Mr. 
V. J. Larner; Hon. Secretaries, Messrs. Wm. Elliot, C. V. 
Houghton, and C. R. Ford, and members for their sterling 
public service. 

The Institute’s congratulations and appreciation are 
cordially offered to the Architects, Messrs. Grierson, Aimer, 
and Draflin for the noble building they have designed, and 
to the Contractors, Messrs. Hansford and Mills for sound 
construction and craftmanship in its erection. 

The Opening Ceremony.— At the opening ceremony, 
Their Excellencies, The Governor-General, Sir Charles 
Fergusson and the Lady Alice Fergusson were received by 
the Chairman of the Citizens’ Committee and the President 
of the Institute. 

Mr. Bankart outlined the history and progress of the 
War Memorial Museum movement, of which great enter¬ 
prise the final act was that day being performed. 

At his request the ceremony of dedication of the 
Cenotaph was next performed by His Grace the Archbishop, 
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assisted by the Rev. Moderator of the Auckland Presbytery, 
after which the Governor-General addressed the gathering. 

His Excellency described the dignified ceremony in 
honour of those fallen in battle in ancient Greece, a simple 
commemoration of duty faithfully done. He urged that 
Auckland’s line memorial should turn our minds away from 
grief to the glory which surrounded the memory of those 
who had fallen, and that their sacrifice should be a high 
call to duty for us all. 

He formally handed over the Cenotaph and Court of 
Honour to His Worship the Mayor, and then, at the Chair¬ 
man’s request, invited the President to accept the War 
Memorial Museum building on behalf of the Council of 
the Institute and Museum. 

The President, Mr. H. E. Vaile, in accepting the custody 
of the building said that he, and members of the Museum 
Council, were deeply sensible of the trust so received, and 
that everything would be done to make the Museum a living 
force within the community, and to inculcate in the present 
and future generations a love of country, pride in the city, 
and a full appreciation of the sacrifices made by our 
soldiers. 

The doors were opened in response to His Excellency’s 
knocking with a carved mere, presented by the Architects, 
and the otlicial party then entered the building followed 
by the next-of-kin of the fallen and later by returned 
soldiers and relatives. 

In the evening a large gathering of naval, military, and 
civic representatives assembled and laid wreaths on I lie 
Cenotaph, bringing the day’s ceremonies to a fitting close. 

On the following day an important gathering of Maori 
Chiefs and their kinsmen from all parts of the province 
assembled to perform the ceremony of dedication of the 
large Ngati-maru meeting house Hotunui. Their Excel¬ 
lencies, the Governor-General and Lady Alice Fergusson, 
attended the function and loyal speeches of welcome were 
delivered by the chiefs, followed by brief addresses by the 
President and His Worship the Mayor. 

The Governor then addressed the gathering, after 
which the “ tomo ” or dedication ceremony was performed 
by Tutanekai Taua, and the house was formally opened 
by Their Excellencies entering it. 
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Membership.—Once again an increase in the member¬ 
ship is recorded. At the beginning of the year the roll 
stood at 612, including 142 Life Members: thirty-six 
names have been removed, 17, including six Life Members, 
by death, and 19 by resignation or for non-payment of 
subscriptions, while 67 new members have been elected. 
Nineteen members have paid Life Membership subscrip¬ 
tions and the membership now is 643, including 155 Life 
Members. 

Obituary.—During the year the Institute suffered the 
loss of several deeply interested and generous supporters, 
including two senior members. 

Mr. J. H. Upton, who joined the Institute in 1868, died 
shortly before the last Annual Meeting. As a member of 
the Council for 30 years, as President twice, and as member 
and Chairman of the Trust Board, he gave sterling service 
to the Institute and Museum by his wise counsel in admin¬ 
istration and by contributions towards extension of the 
Museum collections. 

The death of Mr. E. V. Miller removed another leading 
member, who, as President and member of the Council, 
took a keen interest in the progress of the society. Mr. 
Miller was particularly interested in the library and in the 
lectures and meetings of the Institute, and was a frequent 
contributor of important papers and lectures on physical 
research and philosophy. 

The Institute also lost its only foundation member, 
Mr. H. B. Morton, whose record of sixty-two years’ member¬ 
ship will seldom be equalled. We appreciate Mr. Morton’s 
long continued support. 

The council also records with regret the death of three 
benefactors of the Institute: Mr. John Marshall, whose 
generous gift of £550 was recorded in the last report: Dr. 
C. E. R. Bucknill. whose extensive collection of old English 
glass has long been admired by visitors; and Mr. S. J. 
Ambury, who bequeathed £250 to the Institute and Museum. 

If is largely by such gifts as these that the progress of 
the Museum has been maintained during past years 
and the Council is deeply sensible of the donors’ valuable 
support. 

The Council further records with regret the deaths of 
Mrs. S. A. Moore-Jones, Mrs. J. Brown, and Messrs. F. J. 
Bealing, E. R. Bloomfield, S. Bradley, H. P. Kissling, Martin 
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Trenwith, J. Trounson, J. Dawson, H. P. R. Foster, and 
Captain D. E. Harkness, D.S.C. 

Council.— Seven meetings of Hie Council have been 
held during the year and four of the Trust Board. At a 
special general meeting held on 30th July, Mr. A. G. Lunn 
was elected a Trustee in the place of the late Mr. Upton, and 
Professor Thomas has been elected Chairman of the Trust 
Board. 

Under the provisions of the Auckland War Memorial 
Museum Maintenance Act, the City of Auckland is now re¬ 
presented on the Council by His Worship the Mayor and 
three Councillors, and the other contributing Local Bodies 
by three representatives elected by the members of those 
authorities- 

Finance.— The receipts for the year, excluding the 
balance brought forward, were £9,062/8/9. This included 
the first contribution of £5,700 from the supporting local 
bodies, £1,686/15/- from invested funds, and £682/10/- 
from members’ subscriptions. 

The sum of £361/4/1, interest on deposit at call, was 
a welcome offset to the interest on overdraft and loans 
incurred last year in financing the show case contract. The 
amount received from the War Memorial Fund (£309/17/1 
is to provide a bronze wreath for the shrine, the balance to 
go to the Roll of Honour Fund. 

The past year’s expenditure was exceptional and does 
not indicale our normal requirements, for such items as 
floor coverings and furniture, £7,477/10/9, display of speci¬ 
mens, £679/15/7; and opening ceremony, £123/16/5, are 
non-recurring or will not require such large amounts in 
future. On the other hand salaries, buildings . and in¬ 
surances, publications and school service will require more. 

The statement shows a credit of £2,089/11/4, but this 
includes liabilities of £261/10/5 for floor coverings, and 
£309/17/1 in trust. £1,000 is required to be brought for¬ 
ward each year to meet the regular maintenance during 
April and May as our contributions from the Local Bodies 
are not payable until 30th June. About £250 will be re¬ 
quired for installing a fire alarm system and £200 for 
further necessary equipment. 

Invested Funds. —The Trust Board reports that the 
Investment Funds were £27,575/4/2 at the beginning of 
the year, £19,950 being lent on first mortgage, £6,900 in 
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debentures and £125/4/2 awaiting investment. £210 life 
members’ subscriptions, and £189/8/7 from sales of land, 
increased the funds to £27,974/2/9. 

The Balance Sheet shows the same mortgage and 
debenture investments as at the end of last year, with 
£524/2/9 awaiting investment, of which £500 has since 
been invested in local body debentures. The Board has 
also given consideration during the year to certain 
mortgage adjustments and extensions. 

Meetings. —The session included, as usual, six public 
and three ordinary meetings. At the former, which were 
again delivered in the University College Hall, and were very 
well attended, the following addresses were given:

The Library.- The valuable scientific library of the 
Institute is now adequately and safely accommodated, and 
is easily accessible by the lift at the main entrance to the 
building. The library room itself has been comfortably 
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furnished both for lectures and for reading and study. A 
systematic classification of the books and the preparation 
of a complete card catalogue are being proceeded with as 
quickly as possible. 

Unfortunately, many members fail lo make full use of 
the library, probably because they are unaware of its scope 
and the availability of its contents. 

The list, printed on page 33, of books purchased dur¬ 
ing the year, and that of periodicals received (page 4), 
show that consideration is given lo the general reader as 
well as to the research student. For the latter, there are 
technical periodicals and the latest advanced publications, 
while for the former there are general, even popular pub¬ 
lications, and books giving the latest advances in know¬ 
ledge. 

By the liberal gifts of members, especially the Mac- 
kechnie Library Bequest, and by the judicious selection 
on the part of successive library committees, one of the 
most important scientific and historical libraries in the 
Dominion has been built up. There are over 8,000 volumes 
and many sets of valuable periodicals, all of which, with 
the exceplion of certain rarities, particularly in the New 
Zealand section, are available lo members on loan. 

The Annual General Meeting will be held in the 
Library, and it is hoped that members will, by attending 
(he meeting, take the opportunity of making use of it. 

Anthropology and Maori Race Section. —This section 
has had another successful session. The membership con¬ 
tinued to increase, the total number being fifty. 

The financial statement discloses a satisfactory 
balance. 

The Committee for the year was:—Chairman: Mr. G. 
Graham. Miss Z. 0- Lloyd, Messrs. G. Archey, R. A. Falla, 
A. T. Pycroft, and T. Simson. Hon Secretary and Treasurer: 
Mr. V. F. Fisher. Honorary Auditor: Mr. Ivo B. Esam. 

The six ordinary meetings were the source of inter¬ 
esting discussions, while the public lecture by Mr. W. W. 
Thorpe, of the Australian Museum, which was arranged in 
conjunction with the Auckland Institute, attracted a large 
audience. 

The Akarana Maori Association delivered a series of 
instructive lecturettes at a public meeting. 
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Lectures were given by:—Misses L. Cranwell and Z. 0. 
Lloyd, Dr. R. W. Firth, Messrs. G. Graham, R. A. Falla, G. 
Archey, V. F. Fisher, W. W. Thorpe, and members of the 
Akarana Maori Association. 

An event of great importance to the section was the 
opening of the War Memorial Museum. Now that the 
ethnological exhibits arc properly displayed, interest in the 
section should be stimulated, while members will he afforded 
better opportunities of pursuing their studies. 

Astronomical Section —The Auckland Astronomical 
Society, which is a Section of the Institute has, in its 
seventh year, a membership of 40. The seven popular 
lectures and one technical address given during the year 
were well attended by members and the general public. 
Contributors were:—Professor Burbidge, Mr. N. Alexander, 
Mr. A. C. Gifford, of Wellington, Mr. N. H. Good, Mr. 
Preston Chambers, and Mr. E. G. Jones. 

The Observatory, which is unfortunately still in the 
somewhat unsuitable grounds of the Old Grammar School, 
has been open on fine Tuesday evenings to members and 
their friends. A small sum of money in hand, together 
with a substantial bequest that has been promised, will 
enable the Society to undertake the erection of a new 
observatory on a better site. 

The Society is again indebted to Mr. J. P. Artha for 
preparing and reading at each monthly meeting a summary 
of approaching astronomical events, and also to the Uni¬ 
versity College Council for the continued use of the tele¬ 
scope and the lecture room. 

Agricultural Science Section. -At the beginning of the 
session two sectional meetings were held, at both of which 
the Chairman, Mr. F. L. Armitage, gave interesting ad¬ 
dresses, illustrated by slides and cinema films. During the 
remainder of the session meetings were arranged in co¬ 
operation with the Institute, at the ordinary meetings of 
which the members of the section presented papers for 
discussion. 

Additions to the Collections. —Much generous public 
support in the extension and improvement of the Museum 
collections has to be acknowledged. We have received 480 
gifts and have recorded no less than eight additions to our 
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roll of major benefactions, and other gifts of considerable 
interest and importance have been received. 

In the ethnographical department we have again to 
thank the President for important additions to the Vaile 
Collection, comprising greenstone hei matau, ear pendant, 
adzes and chisels, a bone hei tiki, a taumata or carved 
stone ligure representing an agricultural deity, and wooden 
and stone bowls. 

Mr. T. II. Barstow, whose father’s gift in 1876, formed 
the nucleus of the Maori collection, has presented two fine 
old canoe prows, three stern posts and an excellent teko teko. 
We have again to acknowledge the generosity of Mr. Moss 
Davis, from whom we have received attractive exhibits of 
Sevres porcelain, and of ivory and silver, the latter includ¬ 
ing two magnificent cups presented by Mr. Davis to the 
Auckland Racing Club which has, with the donor’s con¬ 
currence, placed them on exhibition in the Museum. 

Two important accessions from the Pacific area are 
a series of elaborately carved memorial and dancing figures 
and other articles illustrating native life in New Ireland, 
secured by Mr. W. It. McGregor on his recent tour of in¬ 
vestigation in Northern Melanesia, and presented by him to 
the Museum, and a collection illustrating the life of the 
Polynesian community in 'l’icopia, presented by Dr. It. W. 
Firth, by courtesy of the Australian National Research 
Council. 

Another welcome gift is the choice collection of 
palaeolithic, neolithic and bronze age antiquities from 
Europe, made by the late Mr. William Mason Cole, of One- 
liunga, and presented to the Museum by his family. This 
valuable series will provide a much more complete display 
than we have hitherto had of the earliest human handicrafts. 

The natural history departments have also received 
important additions. The extensive collection of New Zea¬ 
land and foreign shells, made by the late Mr. Charles Cooper, 
has been kindly presented to the Museum by Mrs. Cooper, 
Miss Cooper and Mr. A. N. Cooper, who have also given 
a number of ethnographical specimens and have lent im¬ 
portant books and periodicals. 

The Rev. W. H. Webster, now in England, who studied 
our mollusca 22 years ago has now presented the large 
collection of shells he made at that time, including the 
types of 21 new species. Both the Cooper and the Webster 
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collections contain material from the important dredging 
expedition oil' Great Barrier Island in 1904 by Messrs. 
Cooper, Webster, Hedley, Suter, and Murdoch. With these 
two additions and the large number of specimens, including 
11 types transferred to the Museum by Mr. A. W. B. Powell 
from his own important collection, and the collections given 
by Mr. David H. Graham, and the Rev. F. Worley, we are 
on the way to making our conchology collection one of the 
most important in the country. It should be added that Mr. 
Powell has also deposited his own collection as a study 
and reference series. 

The entomological department also has now been 
properly established through the generous gift of Mr. C. E. 
Clarke, of Dunedin, of the whole of his extensive collection, 
mainly of lepidoptera, but including most insect orders, 
of several cabinets and of important works of reference. 
Mr. G. V. Hudson, F.N.Z.Inst., also gave a large selected 
series of New Zealand lepidoptera. It is gratifying to know 
that these valuable entomological collections are under the 
expert care of Mr. Alfred Philpolt, whose honorary service 
to the Museum is very much appreciated. 

The Council also desires to acknowledge the Thomas 
Cranwell collection of ferns, presented by the collector’s 
friend, Mr. Bell; a series of named algae, presented by 
Mr. It. M. Laing, F.N.Z.Inst.; a tine series of prepared speci¬ 
mens of New Zealand woods, from Mr. Edward Morrison; 
and timber specimens (especially a large rimu section), 
from the State Forest Service. 

Acknowledgment is also due to the Cawthron Institute, 
the Geological Survey, Public Works Department, Dominion 
Museum, Waipu Colliery Company, State Collieries, the 
Vanadium Corporation of America, and the Portland Cement 
Company, for additions to the geology and palaeontology 
collections, and, in the war section, to Major G. R. Hutchin¬

Museum Work. —The chief activity of the staff during 
the year centred in the preparation of the display and a 
brief account of this may be of interest. 

In the Maori Court, the large meeting house, Hotunui, 
required much restoration and treatment with preservatives 
before its erection. The bases of the wall carvings and the 
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main threshold or paepae had to be replaced with new 
work carefully copied from the originals, and the reed- 
work panels, tukutuku, required considerable mending 
where they had not to be replaced altogether. The carv¬ 
ings, ridgepole and rafters were all thoroughly treated with 
preparations to destroy borer, and the thatch, besides being 
protected against insects and mould, was further treated 
with a lire-resisting compound, for the formulation and 
preparation of which we are indebted to Professor Worley 
and Mr. Kenderdine. 

The carvings and tukutuku panelling were admirably 
restored by T. A. Chappy Hall, the thatching was done by 
Tu Hapi and Wiri Maihi, and the erection of the house and 
the large pataka, as well as the resetting of the war canoe, 
were efficiently carried out by Frank Quayle, the foreman 
carpenter. 

The wall carvings of the house •Rangitihi have furnished 
an appropriate dado for the wall of the Maori Court. The 
war canoe has again been decorated with albatross feathers 
and will be provided with stern-post streamers when suf¬ 
ficient hawk feathers are available. 

The unpacking of the collections could not be com¬ 
menced until the building was nearly completed in June, 
which left insufficient time for their complete display by 
the end of November, the time fixed for the opening of 
the building. Nevertheless, by willing and sustained effort 
by the staff, each department had set up the greater part 
of its material in time, and while the success of the dis¬ 
play should not be measured by its size or extent, but by 
its effectiveness in teaching, the fact that over 20,000 
specimens have been placed on exhibition may be men¬ 
tioned as an indication of the magnitude of lhe task com¬ 
pleted within six months. 

We have pleasure in acknowledging valuable outside 
help in arranging the collections. The Trustees of the 
Australian Museum very kindly made available for three 
months the services of their ethnologist, Mr. W. W. 
Thorpe, for whose skilful and attractive arrangement of 
Pacific and Australian collections, we are very grateful. 
The Director also desires to acknowledge the valuable as¬ 
sistance of Mrs. Donald E. Harkness in the American 
section. The Maori section was arranged by the Director, 
and the remainder of the ethnographical section by the 
Director and Mr. Griffin. 
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In the arrangement of the natural history section 
all members of the staff freely co-operated with one an¬ 
other, but in the main the geology ami palaeontology de¬ 
partments were arranged by Mr. Firth and Mr. Powell, 
botany by Miss Cranwell and a group of her friends, 
conchology by Mr. Powell, fishes by Mr. Griffin, and general 
zoology by Mr. Falla, Mr. Griffin and the Director, who was 
also responsible for the war section. 

Since the opening of the building there has been a re¬ 
sumption of, or rather an increase in, museum routine 
work and public services. 

The first task has been the installation of storage cases 
and cupboards, which having been practically completed, 
progress is now being made with the systematic arrange¬ 
ment of our extensive study and research collections, a 
work which will occupy many months. Collecting excursions 
have been made by Miss Cranwell to Mt. Moehau and the 
Urewera, by Mr. Philpolt to National Park, and by Mr. 
Powell lo Nelson and Westland, and as a result extensive 
and important additions have been made to the natural 
history collections.

Throughout the year information has been supplied to 
many enquirers and since (he Museum has been open this 
service has greatly extended, the five professional members 
of the staiT having answered more than 250 questions by 
letter, telephone or personal interview since the New Year. 

The School Service has been definitely instituted, 
though, as yet, it is operating in only a small way. The 
first series of natural history groups has been sent out to 
the schools, and ethnographical material has been lent for 
special lessqns. Lanfern slides are being prepared and will 
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soon be available, and in the meantime parlies of school 
teachers are being shown the exhibits by members of the 
staff, under arrangements made with the headmasters, 
whose Association has appointed a committee to co-oper¬ 
ate with the Museum staff in the school service. 

Attendances.— During each of the opening days the 
number of visitors was estimated at over 5,000 and in 
December the recorded attendance was 60,116. Since the 
new year the number of visitors has been well maintained, 
the weekly average being 8,000 during the school holidays 
since when it has remained steadily at 5,000. 

School classes have been frequently brought to the 
Museum, and it is hoped that the development of the school 
service will result in an increase in class attendances, as 
well as individual visits of children to the Museum.
